——Zz= nance in execution, andthereby all and every the Clauſes, Powers and Pꝛobi⸗ 

ns in the laid Oꝛdinance mentioned, are enacted to be put in full execution. 

And whereas by the afozelaid Oꝛdinante, it is Oꝛdered and Required, That the full Sum of 
the {aid thie moneths Alſeſiments, charged upon the ſeveral and reſpective Counties, Cities, 
Boꝛoughs, Lowns and Places, within Our Realm of England, and Dominion of Wales, (yould 
be wholly paid in and compleated to the Receiver General thereunto appointed, at oꝛ befoze the firit 
day of Auguſt laſt paſt; Neverthelels the ſame is in a very gꝛeat meaſure, as We are infozmed, un- 
collected: And foꝛ Non-payment thereof, the neceſſities they were appointed to ſupply are dilap⸗ 
pointed; and the disbanding of fuch part of the Army, to whom is aſſigned ſome of thole Ar- 
rears, will be much retarded: — | 

We therefoze by and with the advice of Our Pꝛivy Councel, do hereby Require and Com- 
mand, under the penalty of Pur High Diſpleaſure, all and every the Commiſſioners named 
in the ſaid Oꝛdinance, foꝛ the reſpective Counties, Cities, Boroughs, Towns and Places, within 
Our Realm of England, and Dominion of Wales, ſpedily and very effectually, to put in full exetu⸗ 
tion all the Powers, Authozities, Ozdersand Rules mentioned and laid down in the afozeſaid 
Oꝛdinance, as may beſt conduce to theſpefdy carrying on of the publick Service thereby required, 
and that all and every the Head-Collectozs, Sub⸗Collectoꝛs, Receivers, and other perſons impow⸗ 
red by any Clauſe, Article oꝛ O2der, in the ſaid Oꝛdinance, do with all diligence and care, per⸗ 
koꝛm the duty of their ſeveral Imployments, under the Penalties by the ſaid D2dinance impoled ; 
To the end that there be no failer in any part of the due execution of the Service by the ſaid Oꝛdi⸗ 
nance appointed: But that the whole Arrears of the ſaid Aſeſſments being paid_in without de- 
lay, the great inconveniencies which otherwiſe will enſue, may be pꝛevented and avoided, | 

And laſtly, We do hereby ſtreightly charge and command all perſons whatſoever to yielda 

due obedience foꝛthwith as to the paying their and every of their Arrears of the afozeſaid Alleſſ= 
ments, in manner as by the ſaid Oꝛdinance is Oꝛdered and directed, as they and every of them 

will anlwer the contrary at their utinolt peril. Wh E
